The Soul of Man Has No Need 
of Sleep.

Man’s physical body may be divided into 
two chief divisions, first the dense body 
formed from matter of the three lower con- 
ditions of the physical plane, viz. solid, 
liquid and gaseous; and second, the etheric 
body of violet grey or possibly blue grey 
color, interpenetrating the dense form and 
composed of atoms drawn from the four 
higher etheric planes of matter. 

The chief function of the physical 
body is to receive contact from the phy- 
sical world and thus send the results 
of the same inward to the consciousness, 
in this manner serving as material from 
which the individual as the thinker dwell- 
ing within the physical temple is to elab- 
orate knowledge and gain .the necessary 
experience. We may then realize that 
the counterpart of the physical form, that 
is the etheric, is the bridge or vehicle 
through which the life currents that are 
poured out from the Sun can be adapted 
for the various uses of the denser particles. 
The Sun is the great reservoir of the elec- 
tric, magnetic and vital forces of our solar 
system, and these are absorbed by the 
etheric form, then specialized and trans- 
mitted into the bodily energies needed by 
the individual. 

It is in reality through thé media of the 
etheric form that the life forces from the 
Sun flow alohg the nerves of the physical 
body and act as the carriers, so to speak, 
of this motor and nerve force. The etheric 
form is perceptible to the individual who 
has developed the clairvoyant vision and 
is generally found to be of a violet or blue- 
grey color, and the fineness or coarseness 
of the texture depends entirely upon the 
unfoldment of the physical form.  Per- 
sonal verification of super-physical facts 
depends upon the purity of the dense and 
physical bodies and the man within the 
body has all to do with the verification. 
How is it possible for him to perform this 
stupendous task while he is so firmly 
bound in the prison house of an impure 


physical form? One who desires to create 
an entirely pure physical vehicle must ex- 
clude all things of an impure nature that 
tend to stultify and degrade and to par- 
take of food that does not build into the 
physical form particles that are impure 
and polluted. 


“As a Tarnished Mirror." 


No matter how great attention may be 
given to cleanliness of the physical form, 
this will not alone suffice to develop psy- 
chic powers or give a consciousness and 
personal knowledge of the spiritual life, 
tlíough at the same time the knowledge 
that is obtainable upon other planes of life 
or being and in other states of conscious- 
ness cannot be transmitted through a 
coarser vehicle of expression any more 
than a tarnished mirror can reflect perfect- 
ly the objects around it. Then again, those 
people to whom the material things of life 
appeal most strongly argue that if certain 
'foods to which they have become accu 
tomed, as for instance flesh or méat ant 
wine, be given up the physical would suffer 
seriously. This is not altogether true, for 
the physical body being a creature of habit, 
in a little time will accommodate itself to 
the new order of things just as the indi- 
vidual wills, and if he will take a little 
time and patience and strive to make a 
gradual and not sudden change in the mode 
of life, generally there will no harm come 
from it, for the physical form will soon 
learn to recognize and bow to the will of 
its ruler and master as the individual is in- 
tended to be, and’ will obey his orders if 
he wills it so. When the individual, for 
instance, goes to sleep, as it is generally 
termed, it is really the physical form which 
sleeps, for the real self slips out of its 
physical and etheric forms, leaving them 
to rest and recuperate for further work. 

The soul of man has no need of sleep. 
It is only its vehicle of physical expression 
that becomes exhausted and is so limited 
in its expression, but never the real self. 
The great difference between sleep and 
death consists in the fact that at dissolu- 
tion the real man draws out the etheric 
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form, separating it from its dense counter- 
part and thus renders impossible any fur- 
ther play of the life force in the latter as 
an organic whole. For the normal man it 
is only at the death of the physical that 
any separation can take place between the 
etheric and the physical vehicle, though it 
is possible for one highly developed to ex- 
trude part of the etheric form. Then, too, 
ether and chloroform cause physical un- 
consciousness by driving out a portion of 
the etheric form, and thus for the time be- 
ing, but little of the life forces can be 
transmitted, as the partial withdrawal of 
this subtle form reduces the physical ve- 
hicle to a state of lethargy while its entire 


withdrawal constitutes what is termed 
death, the disintegration of the outer 
vehicle. 


Highly Organized and Sensative 
Matter. 


Science teaches that by knowledge indi- 
viduals can gradually build up a body that 
will be healthful and strong and at the 
same time pure and composed of very fine 
matter highly organized and sensitive. It 
must be, for if it were otherwise it would 
be apt to become as a distorted mirror and 
impressions made upon it from within or 
without would not, as a consequence, be 
perfect or reliable. It should be the earn- 
est endeavor of the individual to build such 
a body, ever choosing the purest materials 
in the building, and as he succeeds he will 
become conscious of this fact, for he will 
gradually find himself sensitive to sounds 
and sights that are commonly unseen by 
mortal vision. 

In truth there will be many higher pow- 
ers of perception that will open out before 
him to lend encouragement for further. ef- 
fort; therefore, in analyzing and studying 
the two lowest vehicles of consciousness 
the student will realize the enormous im- 
portance of cleanliness and purity with re- 
gard to the physical organism and in the 
building up of a vehicle that will be re- 
sponsive to the higher vibrations, and when 
this knowledge becomes common property 
and strict cleanliness and purity become 
laws of daily life, as is now the case in 
other of the planets in this solar system, 
that is, not alone conceived intellectually 
but realy lived, the possibility of obtain- 
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ing knowledge by the power of clair- 
audience and clairvoyance will be greatly 
increased. 

Thus in studying the physical body of 
man in its visible and invisible parts the 
student will realize that the soul in its 
waking or conscious life in the mortal ex- 
pression, can only express so much of its 
knowledge and manifest so much of its 
powers as it is able to express through its 
physical vehicle, for those vibrations that 
cannot pass through brain and body cannot 
manifest in the Earth mortal expression; 
therefore it can be clearly realized how the 
soul is limited by its vehicles and that they 
are at once its form and its limitation. 
Thus again the student can recognize the 
great importance of purifying and develop- 
ing as well as moulding this vehicle 
through which the real self must function. 

The soul itself is altogether superior to 
its vehicles of expression in their entirety, 
but as it is compelled to express itself 
through form, the physical form on the 
physical plane and the astral form on the 
astral plane, and so on and on, it naturally 
follows that the real self can be expressed 
only according to the powers and capacity 
of these various vehicles or instruments of 


expression. r

Men Are Not Born Equal. 
By Dr. Cartes W. ELIOT 


President Emeritus of Harvard. 

Following are excerpts from a recent 
address delivered at Sangu Hall, Boston, 
by Dr. Eliot: 

“The Declaration of Iidepaadings made 
some general affirmations which were not 
of English origin, and have never been 
universally accepted by political philoso- 
phers, but which nevertheless have had 
great influence on the policies and aspira- 
tions of the people of the United States. 
The statement that all men are created 
equal is manifestly not true in every sense. 
Men are not born equal in capacities, pow- 
ers or dispositions and under a regime of 
liberty the inborn diversities of capacity 
and character in different individuals in- 
crease as life goes on, and inevitably AS 
duce great inequalities in regard to prop> 
erty and general conditions of life. 

“Neither have all men any “inalienable 
rights” to life, liberty and the pursuit of 
happiness. We and all preceding genera- 
tions have constantly seen men deprived of 
liberty, the free pursuit of happiness and 
even of life. Any rights of that sort with 
which men have been endowed by nature 
are clearly alienable in practice. More- 
over, we Americans have often been in 
doubt whether government really does de- 
rive its power from the consent of the gov- 
erned, for we have seen in power minority 
governments as results of elections, and al- 
so governments under elective forms which 
were really governments by force. We 
ourselves at this moment are governing the 
Filipinos without their consent. 

“That new interference with the ‘in- 
alienable rights’ of man, and particularly 
with his liberty and his darsuit of happi- 
ness, is industrial government, which now 
affects the daily lives of men and women 
more immediately and intensely than po- 
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litical government does. This industrial 
government is an outcome of the factory 
system and of the result of a new sort of 
freedom. Its great power is derived from 
capital amassed in amounts which equal the 
capitalized income of many political gov- 
ernments, such as the American states and 
cities, and placed in the hands of a few 
managers or rulers, who are generally able 
and experienced men serving for long 
terms. . 


"If a new declaration of independence 
were written today it would deal chiefly 
with social and industrial rights. The huge 
monopolistic industrial combinations, the 
combinations among financial institutions 
which put great masses of capital within 
the control of a few persons and the large- 
scale retail establishments, in which cap- 
tains are few and subordinates many, all 
tend to diminish the personal independence 
of the average man or woman. The trades 
unions take a strong hand in reducing fhe 
personal independence and practical liberty 
of the journeyman in their respective 
trades. In short, it is impossible that the 
clerks, operatives, salesmen and trades un- 
ionists of today should be as independent, 
self-reliant and enterprising as were the 
pioneers, farmers fishermen and uncontroll- 
ed mechanics of 1776. 


"]t is in regard to industrial liberty that 
the people as a whole have lost ground. A 
new declaration of independence would 
give vigorous expression to the popular 
conviction that the natural resources of 
the country, including the public health, 
are not to be sacrificed to secure immediate 
profits to a few individuals or corpora- 
tions. It would also recognize the direct 
functions of government in preventing 
evils and in promoting human welfare. 

"All action by government which tends 
to facilitate the voluntary division and re- 
distribution of great properties, to prevent 
the disease and vice which cause most of 
the degrading poverty or are caused by it, 
and to maintain equilibrium between the 
extremes of society, the few very rich and 
the few miserably poor, will improve indus- 
trial conditions and commend democracy 
to the confidence of the world. At this 
moment the American people are taking a 
strong interest in the initiative, referendum 
and recall, and in the direct election of 
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senators, all of which are efforts to give 
free political institutions the mastery over 
the powerful industrial and financial insti- 
tutions which have come into power with- 
in the past 30 years.

Every Citizen His Own Police- 
man. 


In another of his inimitable letters, for 
which his Honor, Mayor Gaynor of New 
York, has made himself famous, he brings 
out of the legal treasurehouse of the com- 
mon law a much-forgotten principle. An- 
swering Mr. M. H. Paddock, of New York 
City, Mayor Gaynor wrote, regarding the 
power of the citizen to arrest violators of 
the law, as follows: 


Dear Sir:—Your letter of June T is at 
hand. You ask if you could be appointed a 
police officer to serve without pay for the 
reason that you see ‘so many violations of 
the law—spitting on the bridge platforms 
and walks, rowdyism in many ways, etc.'— 
that you would like to have authority to 
arrest the culprits. 


"My dear sir, let me tell you that every 
citizen has full legal right to arrést anyone 
whom he.sees committing any criminal 
offense, big or little. The law of England 
and of this country has been very careful 
to confer no more right in that respect upon 
policemen and constables than it confers 
on every citizen. 

“You have the same right to make an 
arrest for an offense committed in your 
presence that any policeman has. But we 
cannot all be bothering with making arrests, 
so we employ a certain number of our fel- 
low-citizens for that purpose and put blue 
clothes and brass buttons on them, but their 
clothes and their buttons add nothing what- 
ever to their right to make arrests. They 
still have only the same right’ which the 
law gives to all of us. 

“Be so good as to look at Section 183 of 
the Code of Criminal Procedure and be 
convinced of your powers, and then sail 
right in as hard and as fast as you want to, 
being careful only to arrest guilty persons, 
for otherwise your victims will turn around 
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and sue you for damages for false arrest, 
and get them, too. Policemen have to take 
the same risk."—Civil Progress.

Some Common Mistakes in Diet. 

Following are sighted a few common 
mistakes in diet which we have culled from 
an article published in the official journal 
of the order of the Golden Age. The arti- 
cle says substantially as follows: 

One important error noted is an insuf- 
ficiency of fat in the diet. This condition 
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can be easily replaced by a liberal use ot 
nut or olive oil with salads, etc. or even 
taken after each meal by dessert spoonfuls, 

Another is a too free use of hard, coarse, 
salt cheeses of commerce. They are indi- 
gestible and often adulterated. Again, of 
overdoing the quantities of such nourish- 
ing foods as good cheese and nuts. 

Another mistake, that of another group 
of well-meaning individuals, is underfeed- 
ing. A diet of potatoes, cabbage and bread 
will soon pave the way for anaemia, nerv- 
ous breakdown and many diverse ills. 

There are those who say, "I have no 
time to think about what I eat," but as a 
consequence give a good deal of time in 
the long run to the transacting of various 
illnesses ! 1 

Another mistake is that of not keeping 
sufficiently warm. Cold acts on the blood 
like an acid and causes retention of the 
waste products which must be eliminated 
if health is to be preserved. 

An example of this may be seen among 
those who have gotten the mistaken idea 
that it is 4 good thing to be strong and 
braced up as it is called by exposure to 
the cold, hence are careless of sufficient 
clothing to be comfortable, this causing 
retention of uric acid in snite of correct 
diet.

Origin of the Sabbath. 
Bv W. R. Hopczs. 


Nearly three hundred years ago, charac- 
ters radically different from the Egyptian 
hieroglyphics were noticed upon the walls 
of ruined palaces of Persepolis in Persia. 
Even before that time such characters were 
known to be inscribed on seals and cylin- 
ders of Babylonian origin. About sixty 
years ago the key to their decipherment 
was found, and for more than half a cen- 
tury systematic excavations have been 
made on the sites of ancient cities, and the 
silent mounds along the shores of the Eu- 
phrates and Tigris rivers have yielded au- 
thentic records of a wonderful civilization 
existing at a time when according to the 
old chronology the earth was  ''without 
form and void and darkness was upon the 
face of the deep.” Hundreds of thousands 
of kiln burned clay tablets, including great 
libraries like that of Ashur-Bani-pal of 
Nineveh have been recovered, and it was 
found that the mysterious wedge shaped 
characters, called Cuneiform from cuneus, 
the Latin for wedge, had been invented 
by a non-Semitic people of whom no one 
in modern times had dreamed; whose very 
existence seemed to be a contradiction of 
accepted theories, philological, ethnological 
and theological. 

These were the Sumerians, who eight or 
ten thousand years ago reclaimed the 
great pestilential swamp lying between the 
Euphrates and Tigris rivers by a network 
of canals, made it habitable, called it Eden 
and here, according to their mythology, 
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was born the first man, Adam. They were 
the fathers of astromony and to them we 
owe both the signs of the Zodiac and the 
days of the week, which last were named 
after the Sun, Moon and five planets. They 
also originated the Sabbath as a holy day. 

Rev. A. H. Sayce, professor of Assyri- 
ology at Oxford, England, the greatest liv- 
ing authority, in his Babylonian and Assy- 
rian Life, page 245, speaking of the Sumer- 
ian Sabbath, says: “The religious services 
were incessant, Every day the sacrifice 
was offered, accompanied by a special rit- 
ual, and the festivals and fasts filled up 
each month of the year. The new moons 
were strictly observed, and the seventh day 
was one of solemn rest. The name Sab- 
battu or 'Sabbath' was derived by the na- 
tive etymologists from the Sumerian words 
sa, heart, and bat, 'to end, because it was 
a day of rest for the heart. Not only were 
there Sabbaths on the seventh, fourteenth, 
twenty-first and twenty-eighth days of the 
month; there. was also a Sabbath on the 
nineteenth, that being the end of the sev- 
enth week from the first day of the pre- 
vious month. On these Sabbaths no work 
was permitted to be done. The King, it 
was laid down, must not eat flesh cooked 
at the fire or in the smoke, must not change 
his clothes, must not drive in his chariot 
or issue royal decrees." 


The Jewish Sabbath, without question 
derived from the Sumerians, referred to 
the seventh day of the week. 

The observance of Sunday, the first day 
of the week, as the Lord's Day, is not of 
Christian origin. It was kept as a holy 
day by the followers of Mithra, centuries 
before the time of Christ. Mithraism or- 
iginated in Persia and was spread through 
the Roman Empire by poor and humble 
converts, who at first were soldiers. Ac- 
cording to Mithraic theology, Mithra was 
the Sun-god, the god of light and truth, 
created by, and yet co-equal with the Su- 
preme Deity. He was the mediator and 
preserver of mankind from the Evil One. 
He was born in a cave, on the 25th of De- 
cember, and there were two Mithraic festi- 
vals, those of Christmas and Easter, the 
winter solstice and the vernal equinox, the 
period of his sacrifice and triumph. It 
was a religion of austerity and rigid mor-

A caller picked up a book and exclaimed, 
"Still reading that thing!" She said that 
she had tossed her copy of it into the attic 
long ago. The book contains some of the 
highest metaphysical teaching of the day. 
Her life of pain and pessimism shows very 
plainly that she is not following its teach- 
ings; that she is not walking in the light 
that has been given her. She has had her 
opportunity—and tossed it aside. 

During the hot summer months, when 
many are resting and more or less re- 
laxed, the opportunity comes for thought 
that we do not have during the tense activ- 
ity of other seasons. We have more time 
to find ourselves. Many times this sum- 
mer I have gone about my work humming 
the words of that familiar old hymn for 
quite a while before the subconsciousness 


forced the words to my attention, as though ' 


trying to make me stop and think: “Are 
you walking in the beautiful light of God?” 

There is so much light coming to us 
every day through magazines, books con- 
versation, association with great minds, 
teachers; and through the inner conscious- 
ness of all who seek light—all who search 
for it—and feel for it—reaching out after 
it. Many say, when a new thought is given 
them, “Oh, that is too deép for me," and 
let it escape, with no serious effort to think 
it out for themselves and appropriate any 
truth. that the thought may contain that 
would be of value in their lives. Truth is 
flashed to us from so many sources, like 
great searchlights, but we fail to garner it, 
and then walk in the light of it. 

My most highly developed correspondent, 
after stating some truth, usually says, 
"Now, do you get that?" When he asks 
that question I know that he considers it 
worth trying hard to get, and I stop and 
ponder those sentences till I absorb all the 
truth that they appear to contain for me. 
Only what we get and use can benefit us 
directly. 
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In a recent tragedy we have an example 
of one who had great truths to impart to 
others,.and all the opportunity in the world 
to impart them. He had more light on 
occult subjects than many of our present- 
day teachers; but he has gone to a prema- 
ture grave almost unmourned. His public 
utterances were beautiful, but when his pri- 
vate life was revealed at his death one could 
easily See that he had not been walking in 
the light that he had. 

The light is so great and the time is so 
short in which to live up to it. Even though 
we do not grasp at once all that comes to 
us, there is enough that we can get by 
earnest effort to keep us busy living for a 
while at least. 

My pessimistic friend says the “old 
deacon” cheated him in a coal deal. Well, 
if the good deacon who knows perfectly 
well the spirit of christianity would cheat 
anyone knowingly, he is not “walking in 
the beautiful light of God.” And if the 
pessimist allows the highest and best to slip 
by and out of his life through such a trans- 
action he is not living up to his light, be- 
cause he knows perfectly well that any dis- 
honesty on the part of someone else does 
not affect christianity pure and simple. He 
is cheating his own soul, and he spites no 
one but himself, not even the deacon. 

A hypocrite is the worst stumbling block 
there is to be found in the church today; 
but if one is earnestly seeking the highest 
truth, and walking in every bit of light as 
it comes to one, there will be no time to 
stumble over any such block. It is too 
easy to blame someone else, and the famous 
deacon has been the target at least ever 
since I was a little girl in short dresses— 
and the "oldest inhabitant" can remember 
back of that! 

Socrates taught young men right prin- 
ciples of living without payment, and en- 
dured poverty (though he had his choice) 
that he might be free to follow the light. 
This he called a “divine sign" or “voice.” 
He claimed that he was warned by it when 
he was about to do wrong. Would that we 
all had as clear and insistent a conscience 
as the Athenian philosopher. 

The electrician, Faraday, once had an 
opportunity either to become wealthy or to 
devote his life to science for the benefit of 
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others, and he chose the latter, the higher 
aim. 

Plant life must have the light, “else it 
cannot thrive. Partly bury some young 
shoots under loosely-piled sticks and stones 
and soon they will be seen pushing their 
way upward toward the light. Their in- 
stinct tells them to search for the light in 
order to attain perfection. The most per- 
fect wild-flowers that we sometimes think 
of as growing in the shade of the woods, 
as a matter of fact do not; they- blossom in 
the early spring, before the foliage is on 
the trees, while they get the actual sun- 
shine; and lie dormant all the rest of the 
year. Ferns grow in shaded woodland, 
but light; while we find the very darkest 
places are barren of everything but "white- 
livered" fungus growths and  abortive 
effects in greenery.

Horoscope of the Coronation

The actual time of crowning as given by 
the press was 12:32 p. m., at which time 
Libra 5° 28’ was ascending. Neptune is 
culminating in Cancer 20° 29' and Mars 
setting in Aries 14° 6’. 

Venus, the Sun and Moon are rulers 
of the scheme which is a particularly 


strong one for the following reasons. The 
majority of the planets are above the 
earth and not one of them is in its fall or 
detriment. Three are angular, two of them, 
Mars and Neptune, being rulers of the 
King’s Nativity. Mars is essentially digni- 
fied, free from all affliction and powerfully 
supported by Venus, chief ruler of the 
figure. Neptune is elevated above every 
other body. 

The Moon is exalted in Taurus, and 
Mercury strong in its own sign Gemini. 
Benefic influences predominate and we may 
conclude that King George V will estab- 
lish himself on the throne firmly and that 
he will be popular not only with the gov- 
erning powers but also with the people. He 
will have some troubled waters to pass 
through, but will steer his course with 
diplomacy and skill. His reign will be a 
time of progress, bringing many benefits to 
the nation at large. d 

The outstanding feature of the figure is 
the prominence of the planets Uranus and 
Neptune. Uranus is essentially the planet 
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of reform and its position in the fourth 
house heralds an era of social reformation 
in which much will be done to bridge the 
gulf at present existing between the 
“haves” and the “have nots.” The landed 
interests will be particularly affected and 
drastic changes in the land laws are likely 
to take place. The question of Lords and 
Commons will soon reach an acute change. 

With Uranus retrograde and in square 
aspect with the Moon such reforms are 
not likely to be brought about without a 
considerable amount of  unrest and the 
overcoming of many obstacles. Yet it is 
safe to say that during the next eight years 
many changes will take place in our social 
fabric, and the “Voix du peuple" will be 
heard in no uncertain manner. 

We must remember that the King is 
himself a pioneer and reformer (he has 
Neptune rising in Aries), and that all wise 
and legitimate schemes for the benefit of 
the people are likely to receive his active 
and enthusiastic support. With the Moon 
in Libra at the time of his birth he will 
always be able to see both sides of a ques- 
tion. 

The coming reign will be an era of in- 
ventions and reforms in which all things 
occult will come prominently to the fore, 
notably Astrology, Science, Art, Medicine, 
Religion and Philosophy. All these will 
feel the awakening touch of Uranus, the 
mysterious planet whose influence maketh 
all things new. In February next Uranus 
will free itself from the restricting influ- 
ence of Capricorn and will enter the airy, 
intuitive, sign Aquarius, the sign of "the 
Man,” with which it is so much in affinity. 
Important changes will afterwards take 
place in all departments of our national 
life, changes whieh will have their origin 
in the psychic side of things. 

The influence of the mystical planet Nep- 
tune will result in an outpouring of spir- 
itual forces upon the earth. 
of religion many changes will take place, 
the strictly orthodox being departed from 
and efforts made to realize the spirit and 
forsake the letter. Scientific investigation 
will tend more and more to the realm of 
the subjective and unseen, rather than the 
concrete and material, and physicians will 
begin to learn more of the powerful influ- 
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ence of mind and thought in the treatment 
of disease. 

The domain of the air will yield up its 
secrets and the science of aviation will 
make rapid progress, especially in the di- 
rection of perfecting air-craft for use in 
warfare. Electricity will be the motive 
power on the main lines of railway, and 
the introduction of a lighter type of storage 
battery will replace petrol for use in motor 
vehicles. 

Important developments will probably 
take place in connection with telegraphy 
and telephony. 

Turning to the all-important question of 
War we find that Mars, the red god of the 
sky, is posited in the seventh, the house of 
foes and adversaries. This is not a good 
augury, especially as at the moment of 
the new moon on June 26th he was again 
setting. Mars is, however strongly placed 
in England’s ruling sign Aries and in close 
trine aspect with Venus in the eleventh, 
indicating that should we have occasion to 
go to war we should receive the powerful 
support of a friendly nation. 

Fortunately, there does not appear to be 
any likelihood of the country being en- 
gaged in a European war for some consid- 
erable time. The friendly relations at pres- 
ent existing between King George and the 
Kaiser will not only be continued but will 
be cemented and strengthened, so much so 
that they will probably become very good 
friends, their efforts being constantly di- 
rected to the maintenance of peace between 
the two great countries over which they 
rule. A comparison of the horoscopes of 
the two monarchs goes to support this view, 
as it shows that Jupiter in the Kaiser’s 
nativity is on the place of the King’s sun, 
both suns being in trine aspect. 

There is danger of war between the 
United States and Japan, a war which 
would be chiefly decided on the sea and in 
which this country might become involved. 

Mars in sextile aspect with Mercury de- 
notes a recrudescence of the war spirit in 
the press. Mars passing through Aries is 
responsible for the strikes and labor trou- 
bles now occurring in Hull, Manchester, 
and elsewhere. 
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The conjunction of Mars-and Saturn in 
Taurus, due next August, is hardly likely 
to pass without causing unrest in Ireland 
and the Home Rule question will occupy a

Solar Philosophy.

My experience. with astrology, but more 
especially astrologers, seems to show that 
the majority of students have difficulty in 
getting at the root of the nature of the 
Sun's influence—in a more comprehensive 
manner, as it affects one's affairs and des- 
tiny from the viewpoint of the aspects of, 
or to, the Sun in the nativity or by direc- 
tion. 

Few seem to realize how thoroughly it 
affects one's affairs, not so much through 
actual eventuation but by its influence on 
the mind, ambitions and feelings of the 
individual. 

There are periods in one's life when 
everything seems wrong ard upside down 
and one don't feel at harmony , with any- 
thing. One’s own personal affairs may be 
running along as smoothly as usual but 
there is a lack of joy or peace about the 
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person which seems to make life miserable 
for him. My study along this line seems 
to reveal the presence of mutual af- 
flictions of the rad. or prog. Sun and 
some other planet operating at such time. 
Further, the conjunctions, trines and sex- 
tiles seem to have just the contrary effect. 
With these a bestowal of restful happiness 
and inner peace seems the result. And 
one's affairs may eventuate dishearteningly 
(to the average individual) but if he be 
going under a strong, good aspect of the 
Sun the event apparently won't affect him 
whatever, as far as the influence on the 
state of mind of the person goes. His 
good-natured smile and wise understanding 
of life predominate—and thus destiny is 
thwarted (in the common understanding of 
the term by the average person) and life 
lives on, happy and thankful to be a part 
of so magnificent a universe where one 
need not worry because of some event 
which mortals look upon as evil, and there- 
fore to be dreaded and fought, but which 
in his eyes must be right; for how can we 
assume to say a thing is wrong which ex- 
ists and operates outside of any ability of 
ours to stop?—and which is a sample of 
the workings of a cosmos so grand the 
comprehension of which is sufficient to 
craze one (looked at from the standpoint 
of reason). 

Much of my understanding of the nature 
of the Sun was made conscious through 
the study of a book, “Wisdom and Des- 
tiny," by Maurice Maeterlinck. This is a 
book every student of astrology should 
read; and after carefully reading judge 
every earnest student will agree with me 
that the basic feature of its contents is 
founded on the influence of the Sun. It 
shows clearly that the logic of the reasoner 
(Aquarius) has to take a back seat to the 
wisdom of the sage (Leo) in that it is a 
step higher in evolution (?) and superior 
and more far-sighted regarding the larger 
life, which the sage passes judgment on, 
not exactly knowing why he decides as he 
does (as this quality belongs to the Aquar- 
ian, who must always know why he does 
as he does) ; but from his spiritual concep- 
tion of eternal principle and his oneness 
with God, he acts on a broader and more 
far-reaching motive, which, judged from 
the reasoner's standpoint, in the present, 
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ofttimes looks like the height of folly; but 
in the end the act of the sage has been 
proved best—wisest. 

The sage's broad and profound concep- 
tion of happiness is well set forth in the 


. following passage from “Wisdom and Des- 


tiny’: "'In what comes to pass will be 
happiness. Many things happen that seem 
unjust to us; but of all the achievements 
of reason there has been none so helpful 
as the discovery of the loftier reason that 
underlies the so-called misdeds of nature." 

Alchemy, that lost science which sought 
to transmute the base into the fine, has 
ben given to Sagittarius. In like manner 
the Solarian disposes of seemingly evil ex- 
ternal happenings and transmutes them 
into inner joys. As Maeterlinck says, "It 
might almost be said that there happens 
to man only that they desire. It is true 
that on certain external events our influ- 
ence is of the feeblest, but we have all- 
powerful action on that which these events 
shall become in ourselves—in other words, 
on their spiritual part, on what is radiant, 
undying within them." 

When judging the possible happiness of 
two persons setting sail on the sea of mat- 
rimony we always like to see the Suns of 
the duo in good position mutually. Why? 
Because it is testimony that the ego—the 
very life of the one—is in constant har- 
mony with that of the other. Likewise the 
sage has a deep love for all mankind—and 
everything that is. "Truly they who know, 
still know nothing, if the strength of love 
be not theirs; for the true sage is not he 
who sees, but he who, seeing furthest, has 
the deepest love for mankind." 

And in the following he shows how con- 
sciousness (Moon) is a stepping stone tc 
wisdom (Sun): “He who knows himself 
is wise; yet have we no sooner acquired 
real consciousness of our being than we 
learn that true wisdom is a thing that lies 
far deeper than consciousness. The chief 
gain of increased consciousness is that it 
unveils an ever-loftier unconsciousness on 
whose heights do the sources lie of the 
purest wisdom,’ E 

In the above I have been speaking of 
the Sun's influence as it is by itself, as it 
influences one through being in good po- 
sition to the Ascendant. Those having it 
in the Ascendant, away from the cusp and 
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holding no good aspects, will not be bene- 
fited very much by its influence during life, 
excepting at such times when it is brought 
out in the directions. Those having ^it 
evil to the Asc. will get into trouble 


through the very qualities mentioned above, ' 


and will pervert matters which should be 
based on impersonal judgment by getting 
their own personal opinion interwoven 
therewith, to their own discredit. 

If we watch the directions of the Sun 
we can get a good idea of the state of 
mind, etc. of the person. On account of 
its slow motion in directions its influence 
is felt over a number of years, except in 
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cases where other planets in near-by de- 
grees break off the influence and start a 
new one. If one be going under a square 
or opposition of the Sun and some other 
planet the person will not be at peace with 
the world, ‘regardless of the trend of his 
life externally, be it good or bad. But un- 
der a good direction of the Sun, let his 
business stagnate, he will be content at 
heart. 

We have much to learn regarding stellar 
influence on the destiny of man, and I 
hold with Maeterlinck that we not only 
learn to cognize through using our brains, 
but that “we think with every:atom of life,"

from its temporary dwelling place; that 
the real things are all in the spirit world, 
or, to use the words of Paul, that "the 
things which are seen are temporal, but 
the things which are not seen are eternal";

IV. What  Iadvise.—l: advise rational 
people to refrain from the assumption that 
this or that is "impossible" or that they 
know everything—to call nothing “com- 
mon or unclean” that is true—to seek after 
truth, and to be in downright earnest about 
finding it. To this end, I advise them to 
avoid lazy skepticism, to take trouble, to 
demand evidence, to sift everything to the 
bottom, to believe nothing that repels scru- 
tiny, or that refuses tests—to go steadily 
on, careless of what the world says, of 
what the newspapers say, of what the 
“men of science” and heir gallipots say; to 
believe there may be a God even though 
Professor Brown cannot take Him to 
pieces, that there may be an immortal spir- 
it even though Dr. Jones cannot catch it; 
that there may be a future life for real 
men, women and children, even though Sir 
J. Robinson cannot see it; and that God’s 
angels may be near us even though the vast 
majority of Christians, who talk as though 
they believed it, are shocked when we say 
it is really true. 

Finally, I advise the superior people who 
are free from superstition and delusion to 
leave a little room for discovery, to avoid 
the bigotry of unbelief which is often little 
better and not much wiser than the bigotry 
of “orthodoxy,” and to be patient with all 
seekers in this direction if they can. The 
world before now has been greatly indebted 
to its "impostors," its "idiots," its “dream- 
ers" and its "fools," and it is just possible 
that it is destined to be indebted to them 
again.—From Light, June 10th. 
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A Suicide’s Repentance. 

“Becket,” an English clergyman, writing 
in the “Liverpool Post” of June 14th on 
“Do the Dead Return to Earth?” relates 
an episode of a striking and ‘convincing 
character that recently occurred at a pri- 
vate seance held in St. Petersburg.

I 
used to think I would be happier if I were 
dead, but I suffer such agonies that I can- 
not help weeping." After an interval of 
weeping, she intimated that the Baroness 
Lily was so unnerved that she, too, meant 
to do away with herself, and she (Olga) 
implored that someone would hasten to 
Italy to dissuade her. “Tell her from me 
that I am suffering such torments of soul 
that no agony in life ever equaled them. 
She^will suffer just as much if she gives 
way to temptation.” The Countess ceased 
sobbing, awoke suddenly, trembling, and 
immediately asked, "Where am I? Why 
is my handkerchief wet? and why do you 
all look as if you were at a funeral?” 
When told what had happened, she said 
she knew no Baroness Lily, nor any Sister 
Olga, and regarded the whole thing as a 
practical joke. Then the hostess, who, it 


was noticed, had become very pale, said C 


that the Baroness Lily was her sister-in- 
law, who was traveling for her health and 
had taken with her a nun named Olga, 
whose health had also broken down. She 
had, however, received a letter only that 
morning saying they were both much better. 
After a restless night, the Baroness went 
direct to the Czarina, related what had oc- 
curred, and her Majesty gave her immedi- 
ate leave of absence. Arriving at Naples, 
she found matters precisely as described by 
the Countess when in her trance. Baroness 
Lily, who for some time previously had 
been in poor health, was so unstrung and 
broken by the tragic death of her friend 
on the night before the gathering at the 
house of the Baroness that she had also 
determined to kill herself.

A Good Exercise.
